Private health isn’t all it’s cracked up to be, a Canuck in the U.S. says. 


Working mom’s misadventures with American private health 
underscores the need to preserve our public system 


Editor, SEE: 

I moved from Edmonton to Cali- 
fornia almost three years ago. In 
regard to your article on Premier 
Ralph Klein’s proposed private 
health bill, (Can for-profit medi- 
cine work? SEE, March 2), | feel 
the need to tell the story of private 
health from the perspective of a 
middle-class single parent. 

Here, the company you work for 
pays your health care, However, a 
waiting period of three months for 
a plan to kick in is not uncommon. 
I waited until I had health care, 
then my daughter came to live 
with me. At that point, I got my 
first shock. Health care for her 
cost more than $150 per month. 
Also, we were given a list of doc- 
tors we could see, to be covered 
by insurance. She needed an 
immunization. I have been to 
regional health centres in Edmon- 
ton and was used to waiting a lit- 
tle, even if I had an appointment, 
and I was used to being in a room 
with a bunch of new parents. Here, 
I had to go to the doctor's office 
for her shot, which was fine 
except that after waiting at the 
doctor's office, it turned out they 
didn’t have that particular shot. I 
had to come back — missing work 
twice. Fine, it was only one doc- 
tor’s mistake. It’s not a problem 
with private health, right? _ 

When it came time for my yearly 
“woman’s wellness” exam or what- 
ever you want to call it to avoid 
the words “pap smear,” I was 
pleasantly surprised by the staff 
and the nurse I saw. She was a 
nurse-practitioner, not a doctor. 
When she satisfied me about her 
credentials, she conducted the 
exam. I should state here that this 
also happens in Canada: some 
nurses who work in remote areas 





also deliver babies and perform 
other duties generally associated 
with doctors. It was after the visit 
that I got another shock — first a 
bill from the lab that ran the pap 
smear, then another bill from the 
lab that ran my blood work. Com- 
bined, my bill was more than $60 
(US) — and I had insurance. 

Soon, I changed my employ- 
ment. COBRA payments (govern- 
ment insurance between company- 
covered insurance) were $300 per 
month for my daughter and me, so 
I decided not to cover her because 
she was going back to Alberta for 
the summer. My interim job in the 
high-tech sector paid better but 
offered no insurance. My daughter 
came up for a visit and suffered an 


ear infection. She did have trav- 


eller’s emergency insurance, but 
this didn’t qualify as an emer- 
gency. So I called to take her to a 
doctor. The words “cash patient” 
make most offices become sud- 
denly unable to book you for an 
appointment, so I took her back to 
the place she had gone for her 
immunization. Because I had been 
there before, this office didn’t ask 
about the insurance on the phone. 
The doctor saw her and gave me 
the antibiotic prescription. 
Without insurance, the generic 
brand cost about $100 (Cdn). 

While all of this was happening, 
I was also going through the immi- 
gration process, which requires a 
complete medical exam that could 
only be performed by certain doc- 
tors — one not, incidentally, cov- 
ered by insurance. They charge 
from $100 to $250 for the exam. In 
the midst of getting the many tests 
they require, I was asked if I 
“minded” going to the public 
immunization clinic for my tetanus 





shot. I was amazed. I didn’t even. 


know there was a public clinic! 

“Why would I mind?” I asked, 
but the nurse didn’t answer. So I 
went and to my surprise, the staff 
was friendly, efficient and the wait 
was not longer than at any-health 
centre in Edmonton. Then, my 
friend leaned over and whispered 
to me, “do you realize you're the 
only white person here?” 

What do you say to’that? («| os 

My final horror story is the tradi- 
tional tale used here in the U.S. to 
scare people/away from equal- 
access health care: hospital lines. I 
started a new job; this one was 
great — good benefits, including 
no extra fee for covering my child. 
But I got an infection and didn’t 
want to miss work, so I looked for 
an after-hours clinic. After spend- 
ing an hour on the phone, calling 
every “urgent care” clinic, I real- 
ized that nothing was open past 9 
p.m. In an area that boasts millions 
of people, I could only find one 
clinic that was open as late as 9 
p-m. (In Sherwood Park, where I 
grew up, there are at least two 
clinics open until 11 p.m.) So, at 
9:30 p.m., we went to the hospital. 
People who had been there since 2 
p.m. hadn’t yet been seen. I went 
home. The next day, I got into a 
place that was open until 8 p.m. 

I yearn for the days of good 
medical service, when I could go 
to a doctor without |

Lalor woes brewing at warehouse 


Workers suspicious of management connections to Gainer’s and Maple Leaf

light snow fell while Brent 
Pree sat in his car and watch- 
ed, half disbelieving his eyes, 
as a truck load of beer was deliv- 
ered to a west-end warehouse 
Monday afternoon. 

“Tt left the brewery at 2 p.m. and 
got here at 2:35,” he said, as 
though calling a play-by-play over 
his cell phone. 

The problem with the delivery, 
he says, is that it violates a con- 
tract between Potter's union and 
his employers, who are required to 
ship beer to a warehouse staffed 
by unionized workers. 

“The company told me on Friday 
they were going to start diverting 
product away from the ware- 
house,” Potter said. “We'll file an 
unfair labor practice complaint 
with the labor board and grieve it. 
But that takes time.” 

With contract talks at a stand- 
still, an April 1 strike vote or lock- 
out likely and an announcement by 
Brewers Distributor Ltd. that it 
will close its warehouse in six 
months without certain conces- 
sions, time is running out. 

Potter is president of the Retail 
Wholesale Canadian Auto Work- 
ers, Local 285, which represents 
104 warehouse workers and dri- 
vers. They are employed by BDL, 
which is in turn owned as a joint 
venture by brewing giants Molson 
and Labatt’s. The company distrib- 


"> utes beér within the city for the 


two breweries. 

On the floor of the sprawling 
east-end BDL warehouse, union 
members are watching develop- 
ments with an eerie sense of déja 
vu — the threats to close the com- 
pany sound familiar. It was a tactic 
used recently when Maple Leaf 
Foods closed its north-side plant 
amid a labor dispute. And there’s 
something else union members 
find familiar about the scenario: 
Mike Allen, director of operations 
for BDL Alberta, is a former man-

ager with Maple Leaf Foods. Some 
of the union's rank and file mem- 
bers size up the situation as a 
rerun of events that led to the clo- 
sure of the Maple Leaf plant; it’s a 
case, some are saying, of same 
people, same tactics. 

“They're union-busters,” one of 
the warehouse workers said. 

Allen denies the charge. His goal 
is not to bust a union but to make 
the plant run more efficiently with 
the union, he said. 

Allen said he worked with 
Gainer’s and then Maple Leaf 
Foods but joined BDL before 
Maple Leaf served notice of clo- 
sure. 

“There is more than one of our 
employees (who) have worked for 
the Maple Leaf organization but 
our employees are hired on qualifi- 
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cations,” Allen said. 

Potter said the closure notice is 
“coercion” but Allen’s employment 
with Gainer’s, Maple Leaf and now 
BDL may be “just coincidence.” 

“With the Maple Leaf situation, 
it was a 100-year-old plant that had 
pretty much served its purpose 
anyway,” he said. 

It may be that BDL management 
is using the same strategy but 
Potter doesn’t see closure of the 
BDL warehouse as a done deal — 
even though BDL did close a ware- 
house in Kamloops recently. 

“The company just spent several 
million dollars expanding our facil-

hen life gives you lemons, make 
Ppicronae Take Lorne Elliott — he 

emerged from the gene pool with 
wonky hair and a sunny disposition and 
has parlayed those qualities into success. 
Now in his fifth year as host of CBC radio’s 
weekend variety show Madly Off in All 
Directions, Elliott tours the country doing 
CBC and solo performances and is adored 
by doubled-over fans and colleagues alike. 

Mind you, things weren't always so good. 
In Elliott’s worst gig ever, he stood in front 
of hostile headbangers as a heavy-metal 
band’s warm-up act or, take yer pick, target 
practice for the audience. 

“I was in upstate New York warming up 
for this band that we’ll call, oh, ‘Night 
Flight’ for the purposes of this discussion,” 
the ever-diplomatic Elliott recalls. “The 
audience was made up of about 3,000 chil- 
dren between the ages of 19 and 23 and 
they were chanting ‘Night Flight! Night 
Flight! Night Flight!’ but I had to go on 
between them and their God. 

“The guy who was supposed to intro- 
duce me was scared to go out on the stage. 
He says to me, Tm not gonna go out there 
—TI'll introduce you from here.’ So he takes 
the mic and says, ‘I suppose you wanna 
hear Night Flight?!’ And the crowd goes 
wild — ‘Yeahhhhhh!’ Then he says ‘well 
first, here's a comedian from Canada 
named Lome Elliott.’ And then he turns to 
me and says, ‘you're on.’ 

“So, I walk out and I’m booed for 15 min- 
utes. They did not want to see me.” 

Talk about paying your dues. And talk 
about telling a good ‘story. It is that talent 
that glues Elliott’s performances together. 
The man ‘has an innate ability to capture 
your attention and keep it, telling tall tales 
punctuated with quick asides that elicit 
gut-busting laughter. 

Between telling stories, he sings ‘em, 
with comedic numbers such as Grandad 
Played (“When Grandpa played the six

string — it sucked”), A New National 
Anthem (“From the Grand Banks of 
Alberta, where the whale fishes blow, to 
the wheat fields of Cape Breton in the 
North On-tar-eye-oh. Cross the Tundra of 
Toronto, we will raise our voices high, 
from the Rockies of Saskatchewan to the 
Great Lakes of PEI. . .”), and Prison Dance 
(‘Td really like to make it, I know it'd be all 
right, but I can’t take you to the Prison 
Dance cuz they're hangin’ me tonight.”). 

That story-telling ability emerged when 
Elliott studied marine biology at college in 
Newfoundland. The Québec-born comedi- 
an found a more powerful connection to 
people than fish. Soon he was a folk musi- 
cian. 

“They call it folk music on the mainland 
but in Newfoundland it’s just music it 
behooves you to know if you want to make 
it through a night in the bar,” he said. 

His comedic skills showed from time to 
time during his act, fading in and out 
between songs, as the audience dictated. If 
he was bombing in the humor department, 
Elliott could always break into song. 

“I need an audience to write, to help me 
out. They tell me when I'm moving in the 
wrong direction. But isn’t comedy awful 


when it isn’t funny? It’s the opposite of 


funny — it’s tragedy. 

“I started in music and it was always a 
relief that I never had to go up and do an 
hour and half of comedy until I knew I 
could. If I didn’t get a good reaction with a 


joke, I'd slip back into the usual act — I'd 


crawl inside my guitar and feel humiliated.” 
Which is, of course, a natural reaction.

The blush reflex is etched especially deep 
in the psyche of up-and-coming comedians. 
“It is a nerve-wracking thing, to get out 
in front of a room full of strangers and ask 
them to laugh at you,” he said. “It is not a 
normal situation and the effects of stage 
fright should not be underestimated.” 
Those effects include sometimes bizarre 
behavior Elliott has seen among the 200 or 
so comedians he has performed with in 
Madly Off in All Directions shows. Some 
can't get up on stage before or after a par- 
ticular comedian and others are more 
locked into superstitious pre-show rou- 

























tines than a goalie going into game seven 
of the Stanley Cup final. 

So having seen that and having been 
booed by impatient stoners waiting for 
their favorite metal band, Elliott prefers” 
things the way they are in his solo shows 
— he gets up on the stage first and leaves 
last. Or something like that. 

“T just like doing my own show,” he says. 
“You've got more control over the material 
and if only four people come out, at least 
they are coming to see your show. I know 
you get paid even if you're booed for 15 
minutes, but that doesn’t fill your soul.” 


Just for Laughs can't offend you because it's comedy

York, making jokes about AIDS 
and what a stupid idea he thinks it 
is to wear a red ribbon, when a 
young woman in the audience 
informs him she doesn’t find the 
gags amusing.

“I don't know about calling it 
‘adult humor,’” he said. “I just 
think of it as ‘not family.’ But it 
(comedy) has been so sanitized — 
by TV, I think — and it’s so politi- 
cally correct that words are more 
powerful than actions in this coun- 
try, especially when those words 
are spoken by a white heterosexu- 
al male. I get up on stage and start 
making jokes and people tense up 
right away — again, they forget

Classic's nothing to be

dward Albee’s play Who's Afraid 
FE: Virginia Woolf has a formida- 

ble history. It was a smash hit on 
Broadway in 1962. The film version 
starred Oscar-nominated Elizabeth 
Taylor with Richard Burton. Albee’s 
play shocked Edmonton audiences 
in 1965 as the season opener for the 
newly-formed Citadel Theatre. 
Now, 35 years later, Shadow 
Theatre will bring this modern clas- 
sic to Edmonton audiences. 

Artistic director John Hudson has 
always held the work in high regard 
and looks on it as a challenge his 
10-year-old company is ready to 
meet. 

“It’s one of the two plays in mod- 
ern theatre that changed every- 
thing,” he said. “A Streetcar Named 
Desire changed the way acting was 
going to be, how the craft would be 
approached, and Virginia Woolf 
changed the subject matter plays 
could address. It opened everything 
up. The play is so tight, so well-writ- 
ten.” 

The play centres on Martha, 
(Coralie Cairns), a disillusioned, 
vicious-witted, complex woman and 
her husband, George (played by 
John Sproule). George is a history 
professor — intelligent, and a wor- 
thy adversary for Martha. The story 
opens at the booze-soaked hour of 2 
a.m. following a faculty party. 
Martha has invited the new, young,

career fall into place, the stress 
level skyrockets. “I’m on the 
verge of a nervous breakdown,” 
said Alvarado. “I feel pressure to 
live up to my own expectations.” 

A unique mover with an origi- 
nal dance vocabulary, Alvarado 
creates dances that address her 
Guatemalan/Spanish heritage. “I 
dance about my Latin American 
culture as I’ve seen it through 
Western Canadian eyes,” she 
says. 

Usually a solo performer, El 
Duelo is a duet for mentor Brian 
Webb and herself with music by 
accordionist Raylene Campbell. 
Using Mexico’s Day of the Dead 
as a starting point, both the tradi- 
tion and the piece celebrate life 
as it embraces death. 

Her second piece, entitled 
Friction, Unrest and the Fury of 
the Jealous, adds dancer James 
Vivieros to Webb and herself. In 
it, Alvarado expands the move- 
ment vocabulary of El Duelo to 
include three solos that encom- 
pass the different strengths of 
the dancers. 

Ochoa’s Blood Road — The 
Time in Between has been a dif- 
ferent venture for the gregarious 
dancer. 

“T’ve never been in love with 
solo work. My interests lie with 
bodies, space and time,” said 
Ochoa. This collaboration, which 
includes music by Greg Johnson, 
set design by Craig Leblane and 
video by Tim Folkmann, has 
forced Ochoa into the studio for 
long hours by herself to create a 
solo. A Canada Council grant

allowed her to spend that time to 
focus on delving into her own 
psyche. 

She explained the theme of the 
work. “It’s autobiographical. All 
external journeys are really inter- 
nal and so, to examine that idea, 
I used myself — my body, my 
mind and my heart. Because of 
that, it’s about dance. I dance. I 
always have.” 

The process of solo work is a 
lonely proposition even though 
Bobi Todd sometimes joined her 
as an outside eye. 

“I'd think, ‘I’m going to go in 
(to the studio) and I’m never 
going to come out,” Ochoa said. 
“But I did.” 

That kind of self-examination 
will continue for Ochoa as she 
takes a break after the last 
intense three years, no doubt to 
emerge with an even stronger 
sense of purpose: 

There are changes afoot in the 
Edmonton dance scene. Chalk it 
up to the energy and chutzpah of 
people like Alvarado and Ochoa. 
They’re making that bold leap 
and spreading their wings as 
artists in their own right. 


Rosencraniz a delight

osencrantz and Guildenstern 
Re: Dead is a masterpiece of 

theatre. It begins with a simple 
premise that is worked logically 
into a series of absurd situations 
and actions, all superbly written. It 
delights and puzzles. 

Tom Stoppard’s play works best 
with the services of three accom- 
plished actors. Four is better. 

The Walterdale Playhouse pro- 
duction, under the direction of 
Robert Loucks, rises above the 
average, thanks principally to the 
talents and efforts of four very fine 
actors. Loucks is to be commend- 
ed if only for his casting. The title 
roles are enormous. Rosencrantz 
and Guildenstern are, of course, 
the courtiers employed by Shake- 
speare to act as go-betweens for 
Claudius and Hamlet. And they do 
most of the talking — with the 
exception of the Player, who leads 
the theatrical troupe hired by 
Hamlet. 

Stoppard has simply expanded 
to the point of absurdity their 
rather incredible fecklessness and 
inability to act. The play opens 
upon the two of them tossing 
coins. Guildenstern is so immersed 
in the improbability of the fact that 
he is repeatedly tossing ‘heads’ 
and losing that he is unable to stop 
himself. Rosencrantz sees only 
that his purse is getting fuller.

Guildenstern is so obsessed with 
philosophical introspection that he 
is incapable of looking out for his 
own self-interests. Randy Broso- 
sky brings an anxious earnestness 
to Guildenstern’s questioning that 
never relents.

One wonders if 
Loucks needed to direct them at 
all. 

The third major role is that of 
the Player. In Hamlet, his is such a 
small role that he doesn’t have a 
name. In Rosencrantz and Guil- 
denstern, the Player is go-between 
for Rosencrantz and Guildenstern 
and the happenings of court, 
which they only dimly understand.

Playing a bluesman no stretch for Davis

t's eight o’clock on a Saturday 
J roming out on the West Coast 

and bluesman Guy Davis has 
somehow missed his hotel wake- 
up call. The night before in Van- 
couver the New York resident, 
who is one of the front-line torch 
bearers of the acoustic blues tradi- 
tion, gave a performance of his 
one man theatrical and musical 
show; In Bed With The Blues: The 
Adventures of Fishy Waters. « 

After a late night, this hour is 
just a tad early for the first inter- 
view of the day, no matter which 
end of the line you're on. This 
scribe ends up not only pulling 
that short straw but also being the 
voice of the wake-up call, all in 
one fell swoop. 

To his credit Mr. Davis, who 
brings Fishy Waters to Sherwood 
Park this coming Sunday evening, 
didn’t go on autopilot and try to 
wind his way through the ques- 
tions in a fog. Within a couple of 
minutes the guitarist, actor, writer 
of prose and songs, recording and 
international touring artist was 
tossing out thoughtful insights on 
the show and his latest disc, Butt 
Naked Free. 

The play has been an ace up 
Davis's sleeve since "94, two years 
after he hatched the idea for the 
character who the show is named 
after. Fishy Waters is a hobo musi- 
cian in the 30s who, among other 
things, plays the classic’music of 
Rev. Gary Davis, Blind Willie 
McTell and Mississippi John Hurt 
for his supper.

Waters shares his life stories of 
travelling around the countryside 
with his audience alongside tunes 
like Candyman and Georgia Rag. 

“The whole thing was created 
out of frustration when I was an 
understudy on Broadway for a 
show called American Negro Folk 
Tales. I started pickin’ up stories I 
liked and writing them down. Then 
I got a government arts grant that 
helped get it off the ground. I keep 
going back to it from time to time,” 
began Davis, who is no stranger to 
Alberta, thanks to visits to the 
Calgary Folk Festival and club 
dates in Edmonton. 

This is one busy man, so busy he 
hasn’t even found time to sit down 
and listen to his latest release from 
start to finish. 

“I’m busy selling Butt Naked 
Free out here on the road. But we 
didn’t manufacture any cassettes 
and I don’t have a disc player with 
me,” said Davis, who was joined 
by Levon Helm of The Band fame 
and T-Bone Wolk from the Satur- 
day Night Live band on this, his 
fourth solo offering. 

“There’s talk that Levon will do 
some dates with me at the end of 
March or early April. The first time 
we got together was when I was 
doing a show near Woodstock and

s a solo instrument, the viola, 
fetes the brunt of musical

Curling the perfect training for shouty vocalist

id someone mention curling? 
| in Okotoks, Alta., Hot 
Little Rocket’s singer/guitarist 
Andrew Wedderburn found it was 
the only sporting pursuit he was 
any good at. 

“IT was the skip on my team 
when I was 12,” he says. “If I had 
stuck with it, I would have eventu- 
ally been able to drink while I did 
it, but back then, I didn’t realize 
everything curling had in store. 

“Tve forgotten all the rules now, 
but I’m sure that once I heard all 
the yelling, it would all come rush- 
ing back.” 

If any curlers should stumble 
upon a Hot Little Rocket gig, how- 
ever, they may just believe that 
Wedderburn has stayed in prac- 
tice, what with all his hollering. 
But while his vocal stylings may 
have earned the Calgary band 
favorable comparisons to North 
Carolina outfits like Superchunk 
and the like, the ‘think local’ 
crowd will have you know that 
Rocket’s pedigree is not to be 
sniffed at. Wedderburn’s simple 
“suy with guitar looking for band” 
ad in Calgary's FFWD magazine 
rapidly turned up Lotus Galaxy 
alumnus Aaron Smelski, who 
drafted former Roscoe Pecoe 
bassist Mark McArthur. Event- 
ually, along came Regina native 
and drummer Joel Nie. 

“He played in dozens of bands 
out there,” says Wedderburn. “He 
eventually left, along with every- 
body else in Regina.” 

Like Ralph. Klein will tell you 
though, that’s all history and here 
in Alberta we got no rear-view mir- 
rors! The NEWs is, after a year and 
a half of playing out, Hot Little 
Rocket has got themselves their 
own recorded product. It’s a six- 
song EP called Laika, it has a blue 
cover and though Calgary gets the 
official release party on the 25th of 
this month, Edmonton gets first 
crack at actually buying it tonight 
at the Likwid Lounge. Proud pop- 
pas, Hot Little Rocket? 

“Yeah!” enthuses Wedderburn.

“Especially because we went the 
whole way and spent time mixing 
and mastering, rather than just 
going the quick and easy CD-R 
route, So yeah, you put all this 
time and effort into it, you Send it 
off to Toronto and then shed send 
you this big cardboard box full of 
shrink-wrapped things. You feel 
like there’s some payoff.” 

And then, sometimes, if still just 
feels like payout. Even with the 
free studio time they won during 
last year’s CJSW funding drive, 
Wedderburn says, “I'm eating a lot 
of lentils and potatoes right now.” 

It’s the price to be paid for want- 
ing to take your show on the road, 
which Hot Little Rocket has been 
giving some thought to lately. 
Those bar owners just don’t wanna 
to listen to you humming your 
songs over the phone; ya gotta 
send ’em the product if you wanna 
play live and Hot Little Rocket 
wants to play live. 

“We get responses from people 
like, ‘You guys seem to be enjoying 
yourselves.’ It shocks people and 
that takes me by surprise. Why 
else would you play music?” Wed- 
derburn asks. “It’s the best thing 
you can do! You get to'yell in pub} 
lic and not only that, they. amplify 
it! There’s all this sound behind 
you, all this drum hitting and gui- 
tar crashing. It’s a blast!” 

And when you're not on tour, he 
adds, “At best, you only get that 45 
minutes in front of people about 
twice a month, so you better make 
the most of it. We don’t have any 
gimmicks or anything like that, but 
I think we try to wring the most 
stuff out of every moment we're up 
on stage.

Encompassing exoticism, 
screwball humor, psychological 
drama and general weirdness, it 
merges the elements of two of 
filmmaker Jane Campion’s earlier 
works, Sweetie and The Piano. 
The former works with acerbic 
zaniness, the latter with melodra- 
ma and Gothic romance. Melding 
these qualities may seem misguid- 
ed or, at best, tricky. The film is 
unquestionably ambitious, and 
aims to decentre any attempt at 
balance or interpretation. The 
moment you feel the film is leaving 
you behind, it sneaks up and grabs 
you by the throat. And while you 
are so engaged, an abrupt shift has 
you laughing, or disap- 
proving, or confused. 

The opening entrances 
with a trippy montage of 
India seen through the 
gaze of awe-struck 
Australian tourist Ruth 
(Kate Winslet). Rich visu- 
als and the glory-rock 
strains of Neil Diamond’s 
Holy Holly establish the 
glamor of Eastern spiritualist daz- 
zle for a young woman with a 
questing mind.

hat makes a good concert 
W movie? Directors have sought 
the answer for years, stretch- 
ing the boundaries of the genre to 
include back-stage footage, inter- 
views, band bios and the ubiqui- 
tous shots of screaming fans. 
Somewhere in the midst of all the 
pyrotechnics, you might get a 
glimpse of a band. 
How refreshing, then, to flash 
back to 1984, when Jonathan 
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Demme (Silence of the Lambs), 
signed up to lens a concert video 
for the Talking Heads. The fin- 
ished product, Stop Making Sense, 
is a masterpiece of simplicity, as a 
soon-to-be-A-list director focuses 
all his creative energy exclusively 
on the band and its music. 

For the benefit of readers who 
were still teething in 1984, Talking 
Heads was one of the great cut- 
ting-edge bands of the New York 
City music scene in the late ’70s. 


Their high-paced fusion of 
acoustic world beat and electro- 
funk, and the hyperactive geeki- 
ness of front-man David Byrne 
helped carve a place for the band 
even at a time when pop music 
was flying off in all directions. 

The band were in top form. Stop 
Making Sense crackles with the 
energy and enthusiasm of a tight, 
spirited group of performers giving 
each other their all. Demme 
demonstrates the unity of the band 
right at the start, bringing Byrne 
on solo, then adding one band 
member per song until the stage is 
full. It’s like a building storm 
which finally breaks on Burning 
Down the House. 

Today, a video like U2’s Zooropa 
outglitzes Stop Making Sense in 
almost every respect. But here the 
performance seems more organic, 
as if designed to augment the 
music, not to distract from it. 

Most of the glitz comes from 
Byrne himself. Demme’s camera 
loves his vibe and follows him 
obsessively as he stumbles about
